“Officiale” ineiet on pressing high requiremente on those below and even ask: 
Others can do it; why can't you? They aleo relate high or low production targets 
to left or right politics. Left with no choice, some grassroots cadres resort to 
any possible device for increasing yields per unit, and “helping the fields” is the 
foremost of there wethods. Sometimes, “helping the fields" takes the fore of 
destroying forests to clear land, reclaiming lakes and filling ia ponds, and 
pushing out economic crops. in other cases, it takes the form of hiding grainfields 
or “holding down the au to reach the target", whereby the output from 300 am of 
land is said to be from 200 au, so that on the books “targets are exceeded” and 
“rivers crossed,” when in fact there has been no increase in total grain output 
whatsoever. In so doing, leaders can get a reputation they do not deserve, while 
the masses suffer real hardships, and in the end calamity falle on the heads 
of the peasante. 


The slogans of “exceeding targets.” “crossing the Huanghe,” and “crossing the 
Changjiang” stem from the 40 articles of the National Program for Agricultural 
Development. Under the historical conditions of the time, these were used by 
different areas to encourage commune members to increase per unit yields of grain. 
Per wnit yields of grain are the foundation for total output, and total output 
is the aggregate of yields per wnit. In a situation of limited cultivated land 
area, an increase in yields per unit is an indispensable way to increase total 
output. Thies ise the way it has been in the past, and it will also be necessary 
in the future to etrive to increase yie de : unit in order to increase total 
output. This present change, though only a shange in the way of measuring grain 
production, actually reflects the party's style of seeking truth from facts.

[Text] Work has been virtually completed on the sowing of overwintering crops 

in China such as wheat, rape, and green manure. Now the vast Huang, Huai, and 

Hai besins, which are the major wheat-producing areas, are a sea of green, and 

in the Changjiang basin the transplanting of rape has been virtually completed. 

Commune gembers are now using the time well to intensify their care of the fields 
| to assure that these crops overwinter safely. 


This year every wheat-producing area has given attention to a summarization of 
experiences of the past in increasing yields, has diligently promoted various 
forms of © system of responsibility for production, ani has aroused the enthusiasa 
of the masses of commune members for planting sore wheat and planting it well. 

As a result, this year they rapidly cleared the stubble of the crops harvested 

in autumn, carefully turned the soil under, planted seeds on time, and increased 
the area planted over last year. Between 80 and 90 percent of the wheatfields 
in North China were planted om time. In Shandong Province, where most of the 
winter wheat is grown, 80 percent of the wheat fields were tilled by machines, 
and phosphate fertilizer was applied as a base fertilizer. In Hebei, Beijing, 
and Tianjin, which were fairly dry this year, some reconfiguration of wheatfields 
was done to help with irrigation next year in case of drought. In order to 
reduce disease and insect pests in Henan Province, many wheatfields underwent 
soil treatment and mixing of chemicals into the soil. In the provinces of 
Jiangsu, Anhui, and Hubei, which sustained floods this summer, forces were promptly 
organized for a rapid harvesting of the crops and for the opening of ditches to 
drain away standing water in order to save everything before it was too late. 

Now many of the wheatfields that were flooded resemble carpets of green. Thanks 
to the efforts of the masses, the progress of planting overwintering crops has 
been rapid and the quality of planting good. Wot only are the shoots coming up 
in even rows, but individual plants and groups of plants are thriving. 
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UN SURVEY: TWO PRC PROVINCES SUFFER FROM MALNUTRITION

[Text] Beijing, 3 Feb (AFP)—-A United Nations survey has found that more than a 
quarter of che people living in two Chinese provinces are suffering from serious mal- 
nutrition as a result of natural disasters that hit the country last year. 


Reliable sources here said the UN Disaster and Relief Fund put the number of people 
whose daily food intake was less thar 1,200 calories at 25 million. 


The survey was conducted last month in the Hebei Province in which Beijing, is sit- 
uated, and in the central Chinese Province of Hubei. 


The UN report has not yet been made public. The total number of people living in 
the two provinces is estimated at 90 million. 


A commmicque released at the end of a UNDRO enquiry mission only said the United 
Nations would intervene for the dispatch of international relief aid to China fol- 
lowing recent natural disasters there. As virtually th. whole of northern China, 
Hebei Province was hit by a serious drought last summer. Hubei and other provinces 
of the Yangzi basin on the contrary suffered the most serious floods recorded in 
that region in more than 25 years from May to August last year. 


The normal food intake is estimated at 2,800 calories a day. 


UNDRO, a Geneva-headquartered body, also suggested that the situation in areas toured 
by the enquiry mission was bound to worsen in the coming months in view of the cold 
winter and the destruction of crops. 


Latest figures released by the Chinese Government put the national cereal production 
last year at between 309.75 and 314.75 million tons, a slump of up to 15 million 
tons compared with 1979. 


In the absence of specific details of the outcome of the UNDRO mission, analysts 
here noted thet natural disasters might not necessarily be totally responsible for 
the serious salnutrition observed in Hebei and Hubei, two of the agriculturally- 
richest provinces of China. 











Pointing out that some 100 of the 800 million Chinese peasants live in areas where 
fare production has not increased since 1959-61, the official PEOPLE'S DAILY recently 
blamed this development not only on bad weather conditions, but also on the “ultra- 
leftist" policy carried out before the death of Chairman Mao Zedong in 1976. 


A famine claimed many lives in China in 1959-61. 


The situation was said to have been the result of both natural disasters and the 
catastrophic results of Mao's "Great Leap Forward" campaign in 1958. 


In another recent article on past “errors” in the formulation of China's farm policy, 
the PEOPLE'S DAILY said output had stagnated and even decreased over virtually 10 
percent of the country since the foundation of the communist regime in 1949. 


Since that date, the country's population has more than doubled to reach 1,000 
million today.

An establishment of preliminary scale has already been turned into a socialist agri- 
cultural enterprise owned by all the people which is developing agriculture, forestry, 
animal husbandry, sideline production and fisheries ‘n a comprehensive manner which 
combines agriculture, industry and commerce. The state farm and land reclamation 
system now has 2,048 state farms and pastures and 6,100 industrial enterpr’ses; it 
has 65 million mu of land under cultivation, 4.6 million m of natural rubber, 190 
million m of grasslands, a population of 11 million and staff and workers numbering 
4.8 million; it has over 7.9 million horsepower in tractors, combines and agricul tur- 
ally-used vehicles and 21,000 machine tools; net value of fixed assets is 6.2 billion 
yuan and liquid assets are 3.9 billion yuan. The staff and workers, technical forces, 
mechanical equipment and production facilities of China's state farms already have a 
good base and can already supply the state with large quantities of commodity staple 
foods, industrial raw materials and other agricultural animal and industrial products.

ANIMAL FEED PRODUCTION--Beijing, 8 Peb (XINHUA)—-China produced more than one mil- 
lion tone of compound animal feed last year, gore than dowbling the output in 1979, 
according to the Minietry of Pood. Animal feed production is an up-and-coming in- 
dustry developed in China in the last two or three years. Compound feed is designed 
to make up for insufficiency of grain for animals, and is 20 percent richer in nutri- 
ente than regular grain. Of last year's output, 980,000 tons were made by 98 fac- 
toires, each wi’) an annual capacity or over 3,000 tons. More than half of these 
factories are new: 41 were built before 1979 and 57 last year. Smaller factories 
run by counties, rural people's communes and production brigades turned out the 
rest. Another one hundred and twenty-five factories, each with an annual capacity 
of over 3,000 tons of compound animal feed, are now being built throughout the coun- 
try.

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GANSU RURAL PRODUCTION-—-Lanzhou, 2 Feb (XINHUA)—-Wwvei, Zhangye and Jiuquan prefec- 
tures and Jiayuguan Municipality of Gansu Province achieved results in implementing 
various systems of responsibility for production. In 1980 these three places, lo- 
cated in the Hexi corridor, produced some 3.1 billion jin of grain, a 10 percent 
increase over the preceding year. Produccion of cotton and oilseeds last year sur- 
passed the 1979 records by 20 percent and more than 10 percent respectively. In 
Dunhuang County of Jiuquan Prefecture, last year's cotton output reached 4 million 
jin, a 27.4 percent rise compared with 1979. The average yield of ginned cotton per 
mu last year was 27 jin more than 1979. Yongchang County of Wuwwei Prefecture last 
year registered an increase of more than 10 percent in both grain and oilseed pro- 
duction.

NEW RULING ON FARM SIDELINE PRODUCTS ISSUED 
Guangzhou NANFANG RIBAO in Chinese 3 Nouv 80 p 1 


[Article ; "Guangdong Provincial Government Issued Provisional Rules on the 
Negotiated Purchase and Sale of Fare Sideline Products") 


[Text] Yesterday the Guangdong Provincial People's Government issued provisional 
rules for a number of problems on the negotiated purchase and sale of fare 
sideline products, pointing out that the scope of buying and selling of farm 
sideline products at negotiated prices is limited only to the third category 
products and also the first and second category products which have fulfilled 
their tasks of state purchase by quota or by assignment. For third category 
products which are comparatively closely related to people's living, in large 
quantities, mainly for export and used as industrial raw material, the departments 
of price control should fix the prices or the ranges of prices according to 

their respective authority. 


The provisional rules stipulate clearly that the principle of pricing for 
negotiated purchase and marketing of farm sideline products should be "small 
profits but quick turnover," sometimes losing money and sometimes making money, 
but by and large having some profits. According to supply and demand, prices 
may go up and down; however, a sudden rise or sudden fall should be carefully 
avoided. Prices of negotiated purchase generally should be lower than those 

of loca) rural trading markets at the time. The business departments should 
stabilice market prices by their work of buying and selling to regulate the 
surplus and shortage. . ices of negotiated sales should generally be fixed 

by adding necessary expenses and reasonable profits to prices of negotiated 
purchase. The ratio of profit from negotiated purchase and marketing of 
commodities generally should not exceed that of normal transaction of goods. 

For the year-end settlement of accounts, the profit ratio of all negotiated sales 
of goods should bot exceed 5 percent. and any excess cannot be taken out as 
bonus. The difference between buying and selling prices of goods for negotiated 
sale generally should not exceed the difference between normal buying and selling 
prices of similar goods at usual prices. The negotiated selling prices of dishes 
for meal, cooked food, pastry, snacks and foodstuffs, made from goods of 
negotiated prices, should be fixed as low as possible. Either negotiated buying 
or negotiated selling gust always follow the principle of fixing prices according 
to the quality, and any difference in price should be made reasonably because 

of different quality, different season and different locality.

The provisional rules stipulate that the negotiated transactions of farm sideline 
producte may be conducted in various ways, and that the circulation of goods 
should be organized as far ae possible between the economic areas in order to 
minimize intermediate links. In the cities, the wholesale stores, large retail 
stores and processing factories may, under the arrangement of responsible unite, 
conducc negotiated purchase directly from producing areas according to the rules. 
Between production unite and mangement unite, and between management units 

in producing areas and management unite in marketing areas, it is possible to 

set up joint .y operated business, and it is also possible to expand marketing 
through trading warehouses. Rural communes and production brigades, state 

farms, orchards and fishing grounds may, after fulfillment of state tasks, sell 
their own products in the cities. For cereale, oile, hogs, sugar and fish from 
breeding ponds, after the fulfillment of state purchase tasks, the negotiated 
transactions inside the province should be conducted by responsible management 
units in the line of trade, however, the purchase of goods at negotiated prices 
from places outside the province is not bound by the above restrictions on the 
line of trade. Goods for negotiated transaction should be clearly so marked with 
their prices and, as far as possible, handled at separate counters and in special 
stores to be set up for this purpose. Goods which were bought at official prices 
according to the plan should not be sold at negotiated prices or at mixed official 
and negotiated prices. Also, when there is a shortage of goods for sale at 
official prices, it is not permitted to arbitrarily force on buyers a portion of 
goods at negotiated prices. 


The provisional rules require the people's governments of all levels to truly 
strengthen their leadership over the negotiated transactions of farm sideline 
products so that such transactions may dev. \«; healthily. Acts of freely 
expanding and disrupting the scope of negot’.ted buying and selling and fixing 
prices at random should be examined and corrected promptly. Serious cases 
should be dealt with strictly. 
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RURAL CADRES FOUND LACKING IN ECONOMIC MANAGEMENT

Become Experts in Economic Management" |] 


[Text] Recently, while gathering news in the countryside, I began to realize 
more and more that at present a pressing question to be solved in the rural 
areas is how to help the broad masses of rural cadres, particularly cadres of 
counties and communes, become experts in the management and administration of 
socialist collective economy? 


It seems that the number of rural cadres who have no or not much knowledge of 
management and administration is not small. Recently the Lianxian County CCP 
Committee called together the principal leading cadres of the two levels of 
county and commune, and studied the problem of strengthening and perfecting 
the job responsibility system in agricultural production. At the same time, 
they made an analysis of all cadres of the county on their knowledge of 
management and administration. It was agreed that generally there were three 
instances: In the first instance, there were some comrades who understood 

the party's policies and knew a lot about the management of collective economy; 
the job responsibility system worked fairly well in their communes; and they 
gained comparatively good results from collective production. The number of 
these comrades constituted about 50 percent of the total. In the second 
instance, about 10 percent of the leading comrades were entirely ignorant of 4 
management and administration. In the third instance, about 40 percent of 

the leading comrades had only a smattering of knowledge about management, and 
could not implement very well the policy of “to each according to his work." 
Your reporter was told by a certain member of the standing committee of the 
Shaoguan Prefectural Party Committee, who constantly directed work in Lianxian 
County, that these estimates were somewhat too optimistic; as a matter of fact, 
at present the majority of rural cadres have no or not guch knowledge about 
management and administration. The secretary of the Renhua County Party 
Committee also agreed with this view and believed that the number of rural 
cadres who are entirely ignorant of management may exceed 10 percent. Even 
most recently, the principal leading comrade of a certain county could not 
understand what is meant by "contract to special lines of trade" and “remuneration 
to be calculated on joint production.”

Whether the rural cadres know or do not know management has very different 
consequences. In Lianxian County, under the Zhugang production brigade of 
Fengyang commune, the Shuiweiping production team and the Sheping production 
team have basically the same conditions of production. The cadres of the 
former team have better knowledge of management and administration; thic yeor, 
they adopted the job responsibility system by “contracting work to specialized 
trades" and “calculating remuneration on joint production" and have fully 
aroused enthusias™ for production among the team members. As a result, the 
team has increased the total output of paddy-rice by more than 50,000 jin 

and also greatly developed its multiple undertakings. However, although the 
Sheping team has also nominally enforced a job responsibility system according 
to the arrangement of the upper level, its cadres did not know management, and 
consequently they were working like a swarm of bees, those who did more work 
could not earn more, and no progress was made in production. Such instances 
are very common in the rural areas. 


Why do so many people among the rural cadres have no or not much knowledge about 
management? On this question, your reporter tried to get an answer from the 
leading comrades of the Shaoguan Prefectural Party Committee and County 
Committee, and also made some investigation. I believe the main reason is 

that for many years in the past they repeatedly criticized "three freedoms and 
on contract" and “divide up the work and assign a part to each individual or 
group, and fix quotas” so that there was serious confusion in theory and in 
thinking. Some comrades were accustomed to the work method of “making criticism 
and waging struggles," knew a lot about the stuff of “accomplishing anything at 
one grasp," but were not very familiar w‘th management and administration. Among 
them, some became nervous even to talk abou “contracting work in individuals 

or groups," and took anything in line with v..e principles of socialism as heresy. 
Furthermore, in past years many places did not pay any attention to learning 

the method of management and administration, now the new and younger cadres 
generally lack the professional knowledge of management and administration. 


To improve management, enforce “to each according to his work" and strengthen 
and perfect the job responsibility system in production, we wish to make the 
following suggestion: Perhaps now is the time for the prefectural and county 
authorities to restore the cooperative cadre schools before the "Cultural 
Revolution" and give the rural cadres a strict training, so that they may turn 
out a large number of personnel who can understand the party's policies and the 
laws of the government, and will also be familiar with the management of 
collective economy. In addition to the training of rural cadres, the cadres 

of all levels who are performing their duties in the countryside, particularly 
the cadres of counties and communes, must learn thoroughly their lines of work, 
persistently do practical work, and as soon as possible make themselves experts 
in the management of collective economy. In a certain county in north Guangdong 
Province, formerly the leading members of the county party committee were afraid 
of mentioning the word of “contract,” and would not even permit the discussion 
and introduction of the job responsibility system in the joint pr “uction of 
groups. Later, with assistance from the higher level party committee, they 
persistently went down to the grass-root level to stay and make investigations, 
learned from the masses in practical work, and finally reached a common understanding. 
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Not very long ago, this county party committee officially made its decision to 
energetically popularize the job responsibility system in agricultural production 
by contracting work to speciali.ed trades and calculating remuneration in joint 
production. From this, it can be seen that going among the masses to learn from 
practical work is also a good way of learning management and administration.

RICE CULTIVATION--At present, the relevant scientific research units in 
Guangdong have produced three new hybrid rice seed strains which produce 
higher output than the conventional varieties. ‘hese wnits have discovered 
that chemically sterilizing the male seeds of hybrid rice is a new technology 
for increasing agricultural production.

Their 
only fear is that there may be another policy change. He proposed that the 
provincial authorities should give firm assurance that the present policies 


will remain unchanged for several years so as to inspire greater courage among 
the broad masses. 


Deputies Hou Guangzu [0186 0342 4371] and Lin Xwemei [2651 7185 2734] of 
Chengzhou Municipality said: Great achievements have been won in agriculture. 
However, instead of proceeding from reality, some localities have distributed 
land among households with adverse effects on mechanization. If we do not pay 
attention to this practice, people will be led astray. It is a good thing that 
those who work more should get more and that some people should become rich; but 
there is one cause of worry: Some people have become upstarts by transporting 
their products to far away places for sale, and it is difficult to distinguish 
this practice from speculation and profiteering. 


Deputy Liu Yaozhong [0491 5069 0022) of Kaifeng Municipality said: Since the 

system of responsibility for output was enforced in the countryside, collective 
accumulations have been relatively reduced and the problems with farmland capi- 
tal construction and remmerations for the cadres of large or small production 
teams and the teachers of civilian schools have not been satisfactorily solved. 


Deputy Guo Xuncian [6763 1789 6197] of Anyang Prefecture said: Some localities

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BUMPER COTTON HARVEST REPORTED 
Chengzhou HENAN RIBAO in Chinese 28 Nov 80 p 1

[0149 2052 4545]: “Bumper Cotton Harvest Reaped from 9 Million Mu in Henan 
Province with a Total Output of 7 Million Dan, or an 80 Percent Increase Over 
1979") 


[Text] XINHUA, Chengzhou, 27 November—-Henan Province had a bumper harvest from 
its 9 million mu of cotton in 1980, with a total output of approximately 7 
million dan or 70 percent over that of 1979. By 20 November, the province over- 
fulfilled its annual cotton procurement quota by 53 percent. More than 5.6 
million dan of new cotton has been stored and 80 percent of this amount is of 
first or second grade quality. 


In 1980, increased production has been reported in all 37 large cotton-producing 
counties, each having gore than 100,000 mu of cotton. In Zhoukou Prefecture 
where the output was formerly rather low, cotton was planted to 1.21 million m 
in 1980, and the per-mu output, total output and the sale all doubled last 
year's. The total output was more than 1.5 million dan which raised this pre- 
fecture to the top rank in the province. In Xinxiang County, the per mu output 
of ginned cotton, for many years leveling off at about 100 jin, has now been 
increased to 215 jin in all its 115,000 mu. 


Henan is one of the principal cotton-producing areas in north China. In 1980, 
the Henan Provincial CCP Committee and the provincial people's government attached 
great importance to cotton production. Based on different conditions in various 
localities, they worked out rational plans for the distribution of production, 
appropriately pooled the resources, and adopted suitable measures for each locality 
to expand the acreage for cotton. Zhoukou and Nanyang Prefectures and 37 coun- 
ties including Xinxiang, Taikang and Nanyang were designated as key cotton- 
producing prefectures and counties specializing in cotton-growing on a regional 
basis. The system of responsibility for special jobs by individuals with pay 
according to output and bonus for above quota output was practiced in all 

cotton areas throughout the province, thereby arousing the enthusiasm of the 
commune members and resulting in large increases of cotton output. 


The bumper cotton harvest has universally increased the income of the communes 
and production brigades or teams in the cotton producing areas this year. After 





a good harvest of some 250,000 mu of cotton in Fugou County, located right in 
the Huanghe flood area, more than 10,000 households, or over 10 percent of all 
farming households in the county, received bonuses of more than 1,000 yuan this 
year.

[Text] Qinghai grain departments have taken action in response to the needs 
of herdsmen in an effort to supply naked barley to the herdemen. Shipments 

of naked barley by the Provincial Grain Department between August and October 
this year to Yushu and Guolao pastoral areas increased by 2.9 million jin over 
the same period last year. 


The several hundred thousand herdsmen of the Qinghai high plateau, particularly 
the Tibetan herdsmen, have historically used naked barley as their staple food 
grain. They grind the naked barley into a parched flour after which they mix 

it with milk to form teamba. This foodstuff is easy to make and easy to 

carry, making it suitable for nomadic life. [ft is also rich in nutrients, tasty, 
and filling. The herdemen are extremely fond of it. 


Because of the lopsided emphasis given the growing of wheat in Qinghai during 
the past several years, a decline has taken place in the area planted to naked 
barley, creating a problem for the berdamen in getting naked barley to eat. 


This year Qinghai Province adapted general methods to local situations and 
readjusted the proportional planting of naked barley and other crops, and also 
readjusted the state procurement price paid for naked barley. All areas suited to 
the growing of naked barley increased the area planted to it, and it is hoped 

that output will increase extensively over last year. Grain departments at every 
level in the province have launched a business of exchanging wheat and flour for 
naked barley with peasants and farms in order to improve the supply of naked 
barley in pastoral areas. During October, Huangyuan County and the Menyuan 

Hui Nationality Autonomous County exchanged wheat for more than 1 million jin 

of naked barley. 


The grain departments estimate that because of the aforestated actions taken 
this year, there will be an increase of about 30 percent over last year in the 
total quantity of naked barley purchased or exchanged by the state.

BULLDING XINJIANG INTO COTTON BASE URGED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 15 Oct 80 p 2 


[Article by Huang Dongyuan [7806 0392 0337}: "Xinjiang Should Be Built Into 
a Commodity Cotton Base, Scientist Proposes Following On-the-Spot Investigation") 


[Text] An On-Site Cotton Survey Team jointly organized by the State Farm 
Commission, the Chinese Academy of Agricultural Sciences, and the Chinese 
Cotton Society conducted a half month scientific survey of cotton districts 
in five prefectures and zhous, and four reclamation areas beginning in the 
middle of August. After becoming intimately informed about natural conditions 
for cotton production the ecological system, planned zoning, and scientific 
research in these cotton growing areas, they put forward a tentative plan for 
making Xinjiang into a large commodity cotton base for China. 


The survey team felt that southern Xigjiiang was the area in China most suited 

for the growing of cotton, and that it possessed a great potential both for 
increases in per unit yields and for enlarging the area of cultivation; it 
could be built into a Chinese commodity cotton base. The Turfan area located 

in eastern Xinjiang is richly endowed by nature with the ecological conditions 
for growing of long fiber cotton, and henceforth this region should expand the 
area planted to long fiber cotton and build a fairly highly intensive first quality 
long fiber cotton production base. Though ecological conditions for the growing 
of cotton are not as favorable in northern Xinjiang as in southern Xinjiang 

and eastern Xinjiang, production techniques in the cotton growing region are 
better, and after suitable readjustments have been made in the ratio of grain 

to cotton, the cotton field area can be expanded. 


In order to make the most of Xinjiang's advantages for the production of cotton, 
the survey team's experts made the following suggestions: (1) Readjustment 

of the cotton research system and establishment of a southern Xinjiang cotton 
research center as well as a long fiber cotton research center, with a change 
from the present dispersal of research forces and duplication in problems being 
researched. Research should presently center on the breeding of superior 
varieties, on overall prevention and control of diseases and insect pests, 

and on planting techniques that bring high output at low cost. (2) Efforts 

on capital construction for production in cotton growing areas with emphasis on 
the key link of a lack of fertilizer in cotton growing areas by giving attention 
to fertilizer sources, instituting rotational cropping of grass fields and 
rotation cropping of green manure. Additionally, diligent efforts must be made 
to prevent leaks in irrigation ditches to increase the utilization rate for water 





resources and to assure irrigation of the cotton fields at the right time with the 
right amounte of water. (3) Take in hand the work of popularizing and promoting 
advanced cotton planting techniques, using the slack winter season for running 
various kinds of training classes for the purpose of promoting everywhere ef- 
fective planting techniques for bumper output. (4) Superior variety propagation 
systems and superior variety managewent systems should be established. 


CCP Committee and responsible comrades concerned in the people's government of the 
Xinjiang-Uighur Autonomous Region listened to the work report of the survey 

team and indicated that they intended to formulate next year's cotton production 
plans for Xinjiang on the basis of the proposals of the survey team, starting with 
a study of matters relating to the establishment in southern Xinjiang of a cotton 
research center. 
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ANTIDROUGHT STRUGGLE--The Xinjiang Regional CCP Committee and the Regional People's 
Government issued a directive on 29 January calling on all localities to do a good 
job in combating drought. The directive said that a dry spell has prevailed in the 
region since last fall, and that the drought problem was now becoming serious.

MAJOR SPRING GRAIN OUTPUT INCREASED IN YUNNAN COUNTY 
Kunming YUNNAN RIBAO in Chinese 3 Jan 81 p 1 


[Article by YUNNAN RIBAO correspondent: “Major Spring Grain Output Increased by 
28 Percent in Malupo County after Setting Up Responsibility System and Over- 
coming Natural Disasters" ] 


[Text] After helping the production teams set up various forms of the production 
responsibility system, Malupo County in 1980 increased its major spring-sown grain 
output by 28 percent over 1979. 


Malupo County is located in a remote mountaineous region of Yunnan where farming 
conditions are poor. For many years, the people had to live on resold grain 

and endure great hardship. In the spring of 1980, this county adopted special 
measures to solve the problems of food and clothing for the masses and to 

reduce the state's burden. In the county, 51 percent of the production teams 
introduced the system of setting production quotas for households which were 
permitted to retain whatever remained after delivering the quota output to the 
state. The other production teams also adopted the system of awarding small- 
scale work contracts, paying according to set quotas, fixing production quotas for 
small groups, and other fcr" >f the responsibility system. Equalitarianism of 
“easting out of the same a thus checked and production took on a new look. 
Previously, people had to  ., « loens for production. Last year, however, the 
commune members tried every wa, to raise their own funds, and investments for 
production in the county showed an increase of 300,000 yuan over the previous 
year. The output responsibility system has fostered the spirit of hard struggle. 
In 1980, Tiechang Commune suffered from a serious drought when there was no rain- 
fall for 6 consecutive months and the land was so dry that it could not be plowed 
even with the help of farm animals. The commune members used hoes to turn the 
soil of more than 10,000 my, or one-third of the commme's total farming acreage 
in order that the major spring crops could be planted on schedule. When the 
corn was in the earing and milk stage, two-thirds of the farmland in this commune 
suffered from storms and hail, and corn in more than 10,000 mu completely lodged. 
Men and women of all ages rose in action and helped erect stakes, put up lines 
and prop up the plants one by one. In some places where the disaster was even 
more serious, the people quickly interplanted late autumn crops as a remedial 
measure. According to investigations conducted by Donggang Commune, increased 
labor productivity was reflected by increased grain oytput from 4 jin and 1 liang 
to 16 jin and 9 liang for each man-day. 
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BUMPER HARVEST REPORTED IN QUJING PREFECTURE 
Kunming YUNNAN RIBAO in Chinese 2 Jan 81 p 1

Thanks to Sound Policies, Favorable Weather and Human Diligence") 


[Text] Qujing Prefecture, whose total grain output accounted for nearly one- 
fifth of the total provincial output, again had a bumper harvest last year. 
According to preliminary statistics, the total grain output was more than 10 
percent higher than that of 1979 and even above that of 1979, then the highest 
in local history. Compared with 1979, the output of cured tobacco was increased 
by more than 5 percent, and oil was increased by more than 60 percent. There 
were also high yields in forestry, animal husbandry, sideline occupations and 
fishery. The total income from agricultural sideline production increased by 
1l.1 percent and was above the best past record by 2 percent. The people's 
average income was increased by more thar 10 yuan over last year's and exceeded 
the highest figure in local history. 


Since the beginning of 1980, the party committees at various levels in Qujing 
Prefecture have conscientiously carried out the policy of leaving the grain 
procurement quota unchanged for 5 years and relaxed *he rural policies by allow- 
ing certain "small freedom" in dealing with the commune members' grain ration 
and in the division of work and distribution of income. Among the many forms of 
production responsibility system introduced, that of responsibility for special 
jobs with pay according to output was most commonly used. This further aroused 
the enthusiasm of the cadres and people in the countryside. Some of the counties 
and communes formulated production plans according to local conditions to make 
good use of the strong points and to steer away from weaknesses. Cadres at 
various levels went to the forefront of farming activities to provide more active 
leadership, to study the new conditions, and to help solve new problems. Also 
thanks to the good weather, or help from heaven, there were good harvests of 
grain, tobacco and oil crops following an 11.7 percent increase of the late 
autumn crops. The special features of the prefecture are: First, increased out- 
put of crops in both paddy fields and arid land, including fairly large increases 
of paddy, corn, potatoes, miscellaneous crops and soy beans; second, a balanced 
output increase in sandbars, hilly areas, cold mountaineous regions, counties, 
communes and production brigades or teams; third, large increases _; poor and 
backward communes and production brigades or teams as a result of heightened 
enthusiasm in production among the commune members after the relaxation of 
policies; fourth, large increase of economic crops, particularly autumn rape 
seeds; and fifth, an overall 20 percent drop in the cogt of production and a 

0.2 percent decrease in the rate of natural population growth throughout the 
prefecture.
